Russian  Choir,  rmder  Basil  Kibalchich, 
Is  to  Give  Second  Concert  before  Mu¬ 
sic  Lovers  of  Maryvlile. 

Returning  to  Maryville  for  a  second 
iqipea ranee,  tho  Russian  Symphonie 
Choir,  under  the  direction  of  Basil 
Kibalchich,  will  sing  in  the  Colloge 
Auditorium,  Friday  evening,  February 
n.  The  Collogo  has  hooked  this  fam¬ 
ous  imisienl  organization  because  it  will 
bring  to  the  student  body  and  to  tlio 
people  of  Maryvillo  a  model  of  the 
highest  acliievemcnt  in  choral  singing.

The  Sunday  School  Lesson. 

“For  as  many  as  arc  led  by  the 
Spirit  of  God,  those  arc  the  sons  of 
God.’’

26  And  in  like  manner  the  Spirit  also 
helpcth  our  infirmity:  for  wo  know  not 
how  to  pray  as  wo  ought  ;Aut  tho  spirit 
himself  maketh  intercosslTO  for  us  with 
groanings  which  cannot  be  uttered;  27 
and  he  that  searchoth  the  hearts  know- 
eth  what  it  tho  mind  of  tho  Spirit,  be¬ 
cause  he  maketh  intercession  for  tho 
saints  according  to  the  will  of  God. 

Further  helps  on  tho  lesson  are  to 
bo  found  in  Joel  2:28,  29;  Luke  11:9- 
13;  John  3:5-8,  14-17,  26,  27;  Acts' 2: 
1:20,  32,  33;  Romans  8:1-12;  1  Corin¬ 
thians  12:1-13;  Ephesians  1:13,  14;  3; 
14-21;  4:1-6,  30. 

The  Holy  Spirit  is  a  subject  about 
which  much  has  been  written.  Tho 
passages  of  scripture  cited  will  give 
the  teachings  of  the  Bible  concerning 
this  Holy  Spirit — its  moaning,  its  work, 
the  diversity  of  gifts  which  have  boon 
made  possible  by  it,  the  grandeur  of 
tho  work  of  it. 

The  lesson  proper  contains  Paul’s 
working  out  of  the  antithesis  between 
tho  life  of  tho  flesh  and  tho  life  of  the 
spirit.  Paul  points  out  that  ho  who 
yields  to  tho  low  impulsos  of  tho  phys¬ 
ical  life  is  not  guided  by  tho  Holy  Spir¬ 
it,  but,  in  the  words  of  tho  Golden 
Text,' “as  many  us  are  led  by  tho 
Bpirit  of  God,  these  are  tho  sons  of 
God.

The  person  who  iiiciely  comes  to  the 
desk  and  asks  a  librarian  for  a  book 
that  some  instructor  has  told  him  to 
read,  loses  most  of  the  pleasure  and  a 
great  deal  of  the  profit  of  library 
work,  for  the  big  tlirill  in  reading 
conies  in  being  able  to  find  your  own 
book.  If  you  have  not  experienced 
it  yon  cannot  appreciate  the  quiet  sat¬ 
isfaction  one  gets  from  knowing  that 
he  is  .able  to  go  back  among  the.  stacks 
!nid  find  for  himself  any  book  he 
wishes.  It  is  a  simple  little  trick 
wliich  tho  librarian  will  bo  able  to 
.show  you  in  a  few  minutes,  and,  in 
fact,  tlie  freshnien  and  sophomores 
know  it  already. 

Tiicro  is  somctliing  intimate  and 
friendly  about  a  book,  after  you  get 
acquainted  with  it;  soniothing  alive. 
Tlio  first  time  you  go  back  among  the 
hook  stacks  you  fool  a  little  lost,  per¬ 
haps,  as  if  you  wore  in  a  crowd  of 
hooks,  all  of  tliom  strangers  and  an¬ 
tagonistic,  but  after  you  liavo  liceii 
there  a  few  times  and  know  that  yaii 
are  able  to  identify  any  book  in  that 
crowd,  your  feelings  are  quite  differ¬ 
ent.  “Birds  of  a  feather  floock  to- 
getlier, ’’  and  so  it  is  witli  books.  When 
you  find  tho  book  in  wliieh  you  are 
interested  you  will  sec  that  it  is  sur¬ 
rounded  with  other  books  on  the  same 
subject  wliicli  you  will  like  to  look  at 
and  study. 

The  librarian  who  sits  at  the  desk 
on  the  west  side  of,  tho  library  learns 
niiiny  things  that  aren’t  in  books, 
‘tliing.s  about  folks.’  Some  d.ay  we  are 
going  to  keep  a  list  of  all  of  tho  ques¬ 
tions.  One  dark  young  man  comes  in 
several  times  a  day  and  says,  “Whore 
is  she?’’  Another  boy  asks  every  eve¬ 
ning  at  four-twenty,  “Whore  is  he7’’ 
Tho  questions  most  often  asked  arc 
“May  I  havo  some  ink?’’  “Havo  you 
a  ruler?’’  “What  time  is  it?  ’’  AVe 
have  also  discovered  who  tho  most  ab¬ 
sent  minded  person  in  college  is.  Some¬ 
one  came  into  tho  library  to  sign  out 
a  book  and  tho  signature  on  tho  card 
was  “Tanglowood  Tales.’’  Is  that  ab¬ 
sent  mindednoss,  or  is  thcro  such  a 
person  in  school?. 


Social  Welfare 
Secretary  Gives 
Lectures  Here! 


Harold  J.  Matthews,  Bocretary  of  Mis¬ 
souri  Social  AVelfare  Gave  Several 
Lectures  to  College  Classes  last  Thurs¬ 
day  and  Friday. 

Harold  J.  Matthews,  executivo  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Missouri  Confcrcnco  for 
Social  Welfare,  addressed  members  of 
the  sociology  and  citizenship  classes  at 
2:20  and  3:20  on  Thursday  and  Fri- 
dny  of  last  •week. 

On  Thursday  afternoon,  Mr.  Mat¬ 
hews  spoke  on  tho  subject,  “The  Av¬ 
erage  Layman’s  Attitude  Toward  Peo¬ 
ple  ill  Trouble.’’  He  came  to  Mary¬ 
ville  from  Columbia. 

In  his  address,  Mr.  Matthews  point- 
od  out  that  it  is  less  expensive  to  help 
.a  mother  keep  her  own  children  than 
to  send  them  away  to  charitable  in¬ 
stitutions.  It  costs  $325  on  .an  aver¬ 
age  to  keep  a  child  in  an  orphan’s 
home,  while  n  mother  could  keep  four 
or  five  children  for  half  that  amount 
or  less  per  child. 

Atuch  charity  is  like  giving  opiates 
to  a  sick  man — he  seems  to  get  along 
better  but  ho  dies  because  the  right 
treatment  is  not  given,  Mi‘.  Matthews 
said.  “AVhen  you  visit  poor  people, 
have  a  pleasant  talk  with  them  and 
don’t  le.avo  them  in  a  sad  condition.’’ 

Mr.  Matthews  emphasized  the  fact 
that  in  giving  Christmas  gifts  to  joor 
families,  tho  donor  should  allow  the 
mother  to  help  plan  them  instead  of 
[simply  bringing  a  basket  for  “Case 
No.  102.’’  Give  tho  mother  a  chance 
to  plan  for  her  ovrti  children,  he  said, 
In  conclusion,  Mr.  Matthews  stress 
ed  the  fact  that  America  needs  peo¬ 
ple  who  have  open-minded  and  sympa- 


thotio  attitude  and  that  trained  social 
workers  arc  needed  to  do  intensivo 
case  work.  One  is  as  important  na 
tho  other. 

.  On  Friday  Mr.  Matthews  spoke  on 
“Organization  of  County  AVelfare 
AVork.’’  Ho  said  that  only  eighteen 
states  havo  efficient  social  welfare 
work  organized  on  a  county  basis.  The 
main  pljases  nrc:  Work  done  by  civic, 
religious  and  private  organizations; 
welfare  work  of  county  court  or  coun¬ 
ty  commissioners;  juvenile  court,  tru¬ 
ant  officer;  child  labor  and  co-ordinat¬ 
ing  the  work  done  by  different  wel¬ 
fare  organizations. 

“A  family  that  asks  for  relief  and 
doesn’t  need  it  is  usually  ns  much  of 
a  social  problem  ns  tho  one  that  needs 
it;  for  if  a  father  will  try  to  lie  to  the 
welfare  committee  ho  is  most  likely 
teaching  his  cliildrcn  to  lie,’’  Mr.  Mat' 
thews  said.  “That  family  needs  sym 
pathetic  help  even  though  it  may  not 
bo  in  need  of  cash  or  groceries.’’ 

The  executive  secretary  made  the 
statement  that  tho  county  poor  farm 
should  bo  abolished  on  tho  theqry  that 
it  is  more  expensive  to  take  care  of 
poor  people  on  tho  county  farm  than 
to  have  Uicm  taken  care  of  in  their 
own  homes  or  in  other  private  homos. 
A  hospital  for  tho  sick  .among  the 
needy  was  suggested. 

The  juvenile  court  should  havo  a 
probation  officer  in  order  to  do  good 
work,  Mr.  Matthews  pointed  out.  The 
child’s  homo  must  bo  reached  in  order 
to  help  him.  Scaring  the  child  docs  not 
solve  tho  problem.  The  Missouri  re¬ 
formatory  is  overcrowded.  The  home 
spirit  and  object  of  tho  juvenile  court, 
as  defined  by  Mr.  Matthews,  is  to  treat 
tho  delinquent  child  as  a  neglected 
child  and  not  as  a  criminal. 

The  most  important  thing.  Mi-.  Mat¬ 
thews  thinks,  is  to  get  an  efficient  per¬ 
son  ns  superintendent  of  social  wel¬ 
fare.  The  people  in  a  county  aro  usu¬ 
ally  willing  to  do  the  right  thing  if 
they  can  get  the  right  kind  of  leader. 
We  need  trained  leaders  who  havo  a 


thorough  knowledge  of  social  problems 
and  the  technique  of  doing  social 
work, 

Disorganized  families,  bad  training 
ill  childhood,  and  moiitnl  dofieiciicics 
nro  tho  chief  causes  of  children  get¬ 
ting  into  difficulties,  he  snitT. 

Tile  Missouri  Conference  for  .Social 
Welfnro  is  an  organization  of  social 
workers  and  people  interested  in  so¬ 
cial  work  for  tho  purpose  of  co-ordin¬ 
ation  and  development  of  social  work 
in  tho  state.  Tho  conference  is  an  old 
organization  but  had  bad  a  full-time 
secretary  for  only  a  few  months.  In 
addition  to  holding  its  annual  moot¬ 
ing  in  the  fall,  the  organization  is  al¬ 
ways  ready  to  help  out  with  any  coun¬ 
ty  or  community  program  of  social 
work,  it  is  said.

"You’ll  iiinko  no  lilt,  bulieve  it  true 

By  doing  just  ns  others  do." 

Mr.  Cooke  went  on  to  develop  the 
importnneo  of  self  e.vpression.  The  first 
words  the  young  child  lonrns  are  "No, 
No,"  "Don’t,  Don’t"  and  "Naughty, 
Naughty."  Such  words,  the  speaker 
asserted,  stifled  one’s  initiative.  Self- 
expression  is  essential  to  happiness  and 
to  a  lack  of  it  may  do  traced  the  cause 
of  modern  unrest. 

Though  individual  work  is  important, 
team  play  is  also  necessary.  Mr.  Cooke 
illustrated  this  point  by  rending  a  poem 
on  what  he  called  the  effeminate  game 
of  footb.all.  Each  stnniwv  of  the  poem 
ended  with  the  high  pitched  chant  of  an 
innocent  "cO-cd:" 

Bahl  Bah  I  Bah! 

Bah!  Bahl  Bahl 
Varsity. 

Physical  prowess  is  not,  however,  all- 
important,  the  speaker  told  his  audience. 
As  an  ex.amplo  of  another  kind  of  pow¬ 
er,  a  poem  on  "Lincoln,  the  Uncommon 
Commoner"  was  re.ad.  The  poem,  read 
with  wonderful  effect,  told  how  Lincoln 
had  risen  from  the  lowest  state  of  soc-' 
iety  to  the  highest  and  had  received 
the  acclaim  of  the  world.  His  power  lay 
in  his  homeliness  and  tenderness. 

"Children  are  fi’e  only  true  deino- 
cr.'its, ’’  the  poet  said.  "Though  our 
government  is  called  a  democr.acy  in  a 
republic,  we  have  not  proved  ourselves 
quite  big  enough  to  bo  democratic." 
Mr.  Cooke’s  child  once  asked  him  if 
he  ever  did  any  real  work,  not  realizing 
that  poetry-writing  is  work.  Children 
admire  those  who  work  with  their 
hands.  The  poem  of  "The  Carpenter 
Man  who  said  a  wicked  word,  which 
I  dassn’t  s.ay"  he  read  to  illustrate 
such  childish  admiration. 

M.any  people,  according  to  Mr.  Cooke, 
think  of  heroes  as  being  people  like 
Joan  of  Arc  and  Sir  Gallahad.  But  hero¬ 
ism  of  just  as  high  an  order  as  theirs, 
he  believes,  is  required  to  meet  the  little 
everyday  trials  of  life.  Success  or  fail¬ 
ure  makes  no  diffcronco.  It’s  the  way 
we  take  it  that  counts. ,, The  talk  was 
ended  with  a  reading  of  the  poem  "How 
Did  You  Die." 

HOW  Dro  YOU  DIE? 

Did  you  tackle  that  trouble  that  came

With  a  resolute  heart  and  cheerful?

Her  talk  was  upon  impressions 
of  different  people  that  she  had  met 
in  her  travels. 

Miss  Dow  said  that  people  of  Eur¬ 
ope  were  interested  in  any  visitor  in 
their  country  if  he  showed  any  inter¬ 
est  in  them.  If  ho  wore  not  interest¬ 
ed  he  would  merely  brush  shoulders 
with  them  hnd  would  not  come  to  know 
tliem.-  She  said  that  one  learned  more

The  attitude  of  the  European  people 
seems  to  bo,  "Why  hurry?"  Miss

The  store  which  the  first  grade  pupils 
have  built  is  a  very  modern  and  up-to- 
date  store.  The  framework  of  tho  store ! 
is  made  of  wood  and  is  covered  with 
brown  paper  blocked  of  to  look  like 
bricks.  At  lust  tho  store  has  boon  fur¬ 
nished  us  a  grocer.'/  and  meat  market 
in  -the  fashion  of  a  largo  store. 

Tho  first  grade  children  have  greatly 
enjoyed  bringing  the  articles  to  place 
in  their  store.  Bottles  which  sit  on  tho 
shelves  are  filled  with  what  appears  to 
bo  milk.  Boxes  of  butter,  rice,  cocoa, 
cereals,  spices,  soda,  powdered  sugar, 
crackers,  different  brands  of  coffee, 
and  mutches  may  also  bo  soon.  They 
have  placed  canned  goods,  such  ns 
soup,  beans,  and  peas,  on  tho  shelves. 
Tho  price  of  each  article  is  printed  neat¬ 
ly  on  a  card  and  placed  below  the  ar¬ 
ticle.  A  large  supply  of  suet  can  bo 
purchased  in  the  store  and  the  chil¬ 
dren  carry  some  of  it  out  and  hang  it 
on  tho  trees  every  few  days  for  the 
birds. 

When  the  children  have  a  free  period 
they  are  ullowo’d  to  play  in  tho  store. 
They  appoint  their  storekeeper  and  this 
makes  their  play  more  realistic. 

Tho  second  grade  have  made  rapid 
progress  with  their  post  office.  They 
have  their  building  made  and  the  stamp 
an  parcel' post  windows  have  been  cut, 
Tbn  language  class  is  now  making  en¬ 
velops  and  stamps.'  (%arlotte  Witbing' 
ton  is  the  mannfaeturer  of  the  stamps.

Grade  Pupils  Read 
Variety  of  Books 

The  reading  lists  of  the  .seventh  .and 
eighth  grade  pupils  of  the  College  Ele- 
mentarj'  School  include  a  great  many 
books  of  a  widely  varj-ing  character. 
They  include  fiction,  books  on  nature 
and  mj'thologj',  books  of  liistorj-,  and 
biography,  mystery  stories  and  fairy 
talcs.  During  the  first  twelve  weeks 
2,'>4  books  have  been  read  by  eleven 
children,  168  of  them  different  books. 
This,  is  an  average  of  twcnt.j'-three 
books  per  pupil.  The  greatest  number 
of  books  read  by  anj-  one  child  is  forty- 
seven  and  the  least  is  seven.

of  helpful  mnlcrial  in  the  home,  nnd 
physicnl  conditions  seem  to  ho  rospon- 
sihio  for  (ho  slow  progress  in  some 
cases, 

Air.  Somerville  gave  sovcrnl-  rccom- 
mendnticins  for  the  teaching  of  rural 
schools.  According  to  him,  less  time 
should  be  taken  by  the  teacher  in 
“hoiiring  recitations’'’  nnd  more  time 
given  to  the  individunlizalion  of  in¬ 
struction.  Such  a  plan  is  suggested  in 
the  ine.sont  Alissouri  State  Course  of 
Study.  This  plan  gives  n  sufficient 
amount  of  time  to  the  pupils  for  study 
nnd  poriiiits  the  teacher  to  give  intel¬ 
ligent  direction  to  study.  It  also  pro¬ 
vides  a  situation  where  the  teacher’s 
mind  and  the  pupils  mind  are  all-  dir¬ 
ected  along  the  same  lino  at  the  same 
time. 

Classification  and  promotion  should 
be  b>'  subject  rnthor  than  bj'  grades  as 
it  now  is.  Bceniise  (1)  sucb  n  plan  would 
permit  emphasis  on  special  aptitudes  or 
abilities  of  the  pupil,  (2)  more  rapid 
progress  through  the  grades  of  tho 
school  could  bo  experienced,  (.3)  subject 
classification  tends  to  create  groups 
that  are  more  bqmogeneous  with  respect 
to  ability. 

In  everj'  school  arc  to  be  found  chil¬ 
dren  whose  school  progress  is  erratic 
ami  puzzling,  whose  behavior  is  i>er- 
plexing,  or  whose  personalities  manifest 
traits  that  give  cause  for  concern,  whose 
reaction  to  normal  requirements  point 
toward  later  inefficiency,  dclinquencj', 
or  some  other  failure  in  personal  or 
social  adjustment.  Immediately  such 
questions  present  themselves  as: — What 


is  the  trouble  with  such  children,  nnd 
what  can  bo  done  for  them!  How  can 
the  school  obtain  and  utilize  n  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  forces  thnt  arc  effecting 
their  success,  and  give  them  in  fullest 
inciisiiro  tho  benefits  of  their  cduenlion- 
iil  e-xperieneo!  'riiosn  children  cannot  be 
con.sidcrcd  lompornry  nuisancos,  nor 
cun  they  bo  ignored,  for  tomorrow  they 
will  he  citizens.  Mnny  of  these  inikfits 
come  from  homos  of  poor  environment, 
and, since  the  child  cannot  lie  lifted 
above  Iiis  homo,  we  must  direct  our 
attention  to  the  home.  This  can  best  be 
done  by  the  employment  of  a  A’isiting 
Teacher.
